Assuming  that  the  population  of  Liverpool  is  decreasing  at  the  same 
rate  this  year  as  between  the  years  1881  and  1891,  the  estimated  number 
of  persons  living  within  the  city  boundaries  is  513,790,  a  decrease  of 
3,326  from  the  previous  year,  when  the  estimated  population  was 
517,116. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  by  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  5,087,  which,  added  to  the  estimated  decrease  given  above 
(3,326),  shows  a  total  loss  of  8,413  people,  who  have  migrated  into  the 
suburbs.  How  far  this  may  be  correct  it  is  impossible  to  say,  but 
unfortunately  it  has  the  effect  of  rendering  the  mortality  rate  doubtful, 
and  which  will  become  more  so  each  succeeding  year. 

Another  very  important  matter  is  the  fact  that  the  well-to-do  people, 
among  whom  the  mortality  rate  is  low,  are  gradually  but  certainly 
removing  outside  the  city,  whilst  the  artisan  and  labouring  classes 
remain  behind,  and  with  them  also  a  large  number  of  waifs  and  strays 
who  have  failed,  either  from  their  own  misconduct  or  some  untoward 
circumstances,  in  battling  with  the  difficulties  of  life,  and  crowd  into 
the  dirtiest  quarters. 

That  the  latter  class  form  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  population 
will  be  evident  from  the  following  return,  kindly  supplied  me  by 
Mr.  Hagger,  Clerk  to  the  Select  Vestry,  which,  though  it  refers  only  to 
persons  actually  in  receipt  of  parochial  relief,  shows  that  the  indigent 
class  must  be  a  large  one  to  supply  so  great  a  number  of  paupers,  and  that 
they  do  not  decrease  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  general  population 
of  the  Parish.

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The  decrease  of  the  pauper  population  during  the  ten  years  was 
1,434  or  20*95  per  cent.,  and  of  the  total  population  of  the  Parish, 
53,173  or  25*30  per  cent.  The  proportion  of  paupers  to  total  population 
was  32*5  per  1,000  in  1881,  which  has  increased  to  34*4  per  1,000  in 
1891,  or  in  other  words,  one  pauper  in  every  30*7  of  the  population  in 
1881,  to  one  pauper  in  every  29  in  1891,  and  there  is  every  reason  for 
supposing  that  this  proportion  will  continue  to  increase. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  any  comparison  between  Liverpool 
and  other  large  cities  would  be  fallacious,  as,  owing  to  the  extension  of 
their  registration  areas,  they  include  the  well-to-do  with  the  poor,  and 
thus  combined,  show  a  more  favourable  rate  of  mortality  than  they 
otherwise  would  do. 

Liverpool,  however,  still  continues  the  most  densely-peopled  city  in 
the  kingdom  ;  taking  the  whole  area,  5,210  acres,  within  the  Municipal 
boundaries,  the  density  is  98  per  acre,  and  excluding  the  space  occupied 
by  the  docks  and  quays  (733  acres),  the  density  is  115  per  acre.

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  city  during  the  year  was  12,671, 
being  1,240  fewer  than  in  1891,  giving  a  death  rate  of  24*7  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  being  2*2  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  deaths 
were  1,266  below  the  average  of  the  last  10  years  (1882  to  1891),  and 
1*5  per  1,000  below  the  average  rate  for  the  same  period. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  is  the  lowest,  with  the  exception  of 
1888,  of  any  year  during  the  past  30  years,  and  the  mortality  rate  the 
lowest  with  the  exception  of  1888,  when  it  was  23*1. 
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The  greatest  mortality  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Influenza  and  the  great  mortality  from 
Lung  Diseases.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  (1,824)  were  the  fewest  registered 
in  any  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1888,  when  they  were  1,796. 


CHOLERA. 

Every  precaution  was  adopted  to  meet  the  possible  introduction  of 
Cholera  by  frequent  visits,  both  night  and  day,  to  the  emigrant 
lodging-houses,  to  ascertain  the  health  of  the  inmates,  and  see  that  the 
regulations  respecting  the  sanitary  arrangements  and  general  cleanliness 
of  the  premises  were  observed. 

It  may  be  stated  that  all  the  houses  used  by  emigrants  are  registered 
as  common  lodging-houses,  and  come  under  the  Bye-laws  of  the 
Corporation  as  such,  whereby  the  keeper  is  bound  to  notify  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  existence  of  any  case  of  infectious  disease, 
under  a  penalty  of  forty  shillings.  Each  room  is  measured,  and  a  card 
hung  up  stating  the  number  of  people  it  can  accommodate.  The  rooms 
and  bedding  must  be  kept  clean,  and  the  windows  open  a  good  portion 
of  each  day.  The  w.c.’s  are  separate  for  men  and  women,  and  in 
number  proportionate  to  the  registered  population  of  the  houses.  Trough 
closets  are  best  suited  for  lodging-houses,  and  can  be  more  readily

cleansed  and  flushed.  There  are  other  regulations  respecting  sitting  and 
dining  rooms  which  the  keeper  is  bound  to  obey,  if  not,  the  discretion  of 
the  Medical  Officer  may  be  exercised,  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws, 
and  a  reduction  made  in  the  number  of  lodgers  to  be  accommodated. 
Whenever  a  case  of  infectious  sickness  occurs  in  a  lodging-house,  the 
room,  occupied  by  the  patient  previous  to  his  removal,  is  fumigated  and 
cleansed,  and  should  the  disease  be  Cholera  or  Smallpox,  no  fresh  lodgers 
must  be  taken  into  the  house  until  after  the  expiration  of  fourteen  days 
from  the  day  of  fumigation  and  cleansing.  Disinfecting  stoves  are 
provided  by  the  Corporation  for  the  disinfection  of  all  clothing  and 
bedding  of  infected  persons,  and  of  all  persons  who  have  been  in  contact 
with  them,  so  that,  besides  the  isolation  of  the  sick  in  hospital,  all 
precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

For  some  years  past  handbills,  compiled  by  the  Medical  Officer,  have 
been  freely  distributed  every  summer,  containing  instructions  on  the 
sanitary  measures  necessary  for  the  prevention  of  Diarrhoea,  &c., 
and  requesting  that  notice  may  be  sent  at  once  of  the  existence  of  any 
nuisance  or  insanitary  condition  that  might  escape  the  notice  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  Scavenging  Department  devotes  additional 
labour  to  the  cleansing  of  the  courts,  alleys,  and  narrow  streets.  Carbolic 
acid  is  used  freely  in  the  trough  closets,  which  are  flushed  twice  daily  in 
warm  weather. 

By  the  above  measures,  and  the  general  supervision  of  the  city,  and 
house  to  house  visitation  by  the  Sanitary  Staff,  it  was  hoped  to  stave  off 
any  injury  that  could  possibly  arise  should  Cholera  be  brought  by 
emigrants  into  our  midst,  and  fortunately  they  were  successful. 

It  is  not  possible  to  state  the  exact  date  on  which  Cholera  broke  out 
in  Hamburg,  but  it  is  known  that  on  the  22nd  of  August  the  authorities 
of  that  city  issued  clean  bills  of  health,  though  the  disease  was  prevalent 
at  the  time,  and  had  been  for  some  days.  The  great  tide  of  Russian 
emigrants  passed  through  that  city  on  their  way  to  America,  via  Liver¬ 
pool,  and  at  this  date  was  at  its  greatest  height. 

On  Friday  morning,  the  26th  of  August,  a  large  number  of  Russian 
J ews  arrived  here  by  railway  from  Hull,  having  come  through  Hamburg, 
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which  they  must  have  left  on  the  24th  instant,  at  the  latest.  On  arrival 
they  were  examined  by  the  Shipping  Company’s  doctor,  and  were  found 
well.  On  the  following  morning  the  Lodging-house  Inspector  found 
one  of  the  emigrants,  a  woman  named  Lidsky,  ill  at  the  house,  No.  3, 
Great  George  Square,  suffering  from  vomiting,  diarrhoea,  &c.,  and 
immediately  communicated  the  information  to  the  office  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  As  the  symptoms  were  such  as  precede  Cholera,  the 
patient  was  removed  to  Parkhill  Hospital  at  once.  About  ten  o’clock 
the  same  evening  another  woman,  named  Spivak  Ganovsue,  was 
reported  ill  at  the  same  house,  and  wras  removed  to  Parkhill.  On  the 
same  day,  the  27th,  one  of  the  same  lot  of  emigrants,  but  staying  at 
No.  75,  Duke  Street,  and  named  Joseph  Katzkuney,  was  taken  to 
Brownlow  Hill  Hospital,  supposed  to  be  suffering  from  simple  diarrhoea 
only.  On  the  morning  of  Monday,  the  29th,  another  emigrant,  named 
Franz  Skrzynsky,  was  taken  to  Parkhill  Hospital  from  75,  Duke  Street. 
These  four  patients  developed  the  true  clinical  symptoms  of  Cholera. 
Spivak  Ganovsue  died  on  August,  31st,  and  Franz  Skrzynsky  on  the 
1st  September. 

The  clothing  and  wearing  apparel  belonging  to  the  above  sick  people 
were  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  rooms  which  they  had  occupied  were 
thoroughly  fumigated  with  sulphur  and  then  cleansed  down.  The 
baggage  belonging  to  the  whole  party  was  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the 
Corporation,  as  was  also  their  personal  clothing. 

There  was  no  more  sickness  amongst  these  emigrants  until  the  evening 

o  o  o 

of  September  the  5th,  when  Lieb  Friodel  complained  of  pains  in  the 
abdomen  and  vomiting,  which  he  attributed  to  some  ham  which  he  had 
purchased  in  his  wanderings  about  the  city,  but  he  could  not  give  any 
information  about  the  place  where  he  had  obtained  it.  The  brother  of 
this  man,  who  wTas  an  assistant  at  the  house  3,  Great  George  Square, 
described  him  as  a  ravenous  feeder,  who,  besides  the  food  he  had  eaten 
outside  the  house  and  the  usual  meals  provided  for  him,  had  purloined 
eight  hard-boiled  eggs  and  other  food  which  he  had  devoured.  On  the 
following  morning,  September  6th,  the  Shipping  Company’s  doctor 
reported  the  case,  and  the  patient  was  immediately  removed  to  Parkhill 
Hospital  as  a  suspected  case  of  Cholera. 
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At  first  there  was  some  uncertainty  about  the  nature  of  the  case,  as 
to  how  far  the  symptoms  were  dependent  upon  some  poisonous  principle 
in  the  ham  which  he  had  eaten,  or  whether  it  was  a  prolonged  incubation 
of  Cholera,  for  everything  belonging  to  the  emigrants,  which  was  likely 
to  carry  contagion,  had  been  thoroughly  disinfected  or  destroyed,  and 
there  were  no  cases  of  the  disease  in  the  city  to  which  he  could  have 
been  exposed.  There  was  also  the  length  of  time  that  had  elapsed  since 
his  departure  from  Hamburg  on  August  24th,  his  arrival  in  Liverpool 
on  August  26th,  and  then  September  5th  before  he  became  ill,  and  up 
to  which  time  he  had  been  quite  well. 

The  clinical  symptoms  were  not  so  well  marked  as  in  the  previous 
cases,  nor  did  the  temperature  fall,  the  body  and  limbs  retaining  their 
warmth  all  the  time.  On  the  7th  and  8th  his  condition  varied  very 
much,  but  on  the  9th  he  was  so  much  better  that  he  was  considered 
convalescent.  A  cultivation  of  the  comma  bacilli  was  obtained  from 
the  watery  evacuations  passed  on  the  7th. 


SMALLPOX. 

This  disease  was  more  prevalent  than  for  some  years  past,  and 
required  the  greatest  care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  the  staff  to 
keep  it  within  moderate  bounds.  The  constant  communication  between 
Liverpool  and  the  West  Hiding  of  York,  where  Smallpox  had  existed 
for  two  years,  was  no  doubt  one  of  the  causes  of  some  of  the  last  year’s 
cases  as  well  as  of  its  extension  to  us  through  Warrington  this  year. 

The  following  is  the  first  of  three  centres  of  infection  which  occurred 
during  the  year  : — 

On  January  12th  a  man  was  removed  from  Morton  Street  at  the  south 
end  of  the  city  to  the  hospital,  tie  stated  that  he  had  visited  a  Music 
Hall  in  Beau  Street,  when  he  noticed  a  man  standing  by  his  side  with  a 
rash  upon  his  face,  but  no  further  particulars  could  be  obtained. 
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On  the  18th  three  cases  occurred  at  5  house  in  8  court,  Bond  Street. 
The  people  in  the  court  said  that  a  child  haying  a  similar  eruption  had 
died  on  the  16th,  and  upon  it  an  inquest  had  been  held,  the  true  cause  of 
death  not  being  really  known,  but  it  was  registered  as  a  case  of 
Oancrum  oris. 

On  the  13th  a  case  was  removed  from  6  house,  18  court,  Bond  Street, 
and  on  the  following  day  another  case  from  the  same  house.  These 
people  in  Bond  Street  were  all  visiting  friends,  and  spread  the  disease  in 
the  immediate  neighbourhood.  It  was  very  evident  there  had  been  some 
concealed  or  unrecognized  case  or  cases  to  account  for  the  simultaneous 
occurrence  of  the  cases  in  3  and  18  courts  in  Bond  Street,  which  may 
have  been  also  the  cause  of  the  Morton  Street  case,  for  the  Music  Hall, 
where  he  supposed  he  had  contracted  it,  is  not  far  from  Bond  Street. 
From  this  time  until  towards  the  end  of  June,  numerous  cases  occurred 
(see  page  15),  the  majority  of  which  were  at  the  northern  part  of  the 
City  and  near  Bond  Street. 

On  July  23rd  a  steward  of  a  vessel,  recently  arrived  in  Liverpool, 
developed  the  disease  and  was  removed  to  hospital. 

On  August  2nd  the  wife  of  the  above  man  was  removed  to  hospital^ 
and  on  the  6th  a  man  who  had  assisted  in  the  removal  of  the  steward 
also  developed  smallpox. 

From  this  time  until  the  10th  of  October,  so  far  as  could  be  learned, 
the  City  was  perfectly  free  from  the  disease,  but  on  that  day  a  young 
man  was  removed  from  Adelaide  Street,  Everton.  He  had  been  out 
of  regular  employment  for  some  time,  and  occasionally  assisting  in 
public-houses,  where  he  would  come  in  contact  with  a  large  number  of 
loose  characters,  but  he  did  not  know  from  what  source  he  had 
contracted  the  disease. 

On  the  following  day,  October  11th,  a  boy  was  removed  from  the 
Newsboys’  Home,  where  he  had  been  resident  only  a  few  days,  having 
been  found  in  a  destitute  condition  in  the  City,  and  sent  to  that 
Institution.  He  had  tramped  from  Dudley  through  Warrington  to 
Liverpool. 
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On  the  same  day  a  woman  was  removed  from  a  lodging-house,  32, 
Queen  Anne  Street,  and  a  man  from  the  lodging-house,  107,  St.  Anne 
Street. 

On  the  12th  three  patients  were  removed  from  107,  St.  Anne  Street, 
one  from  61,  St.  Anne  Street,  and  a  sailor  from  the  Northern  Hospital. 
This  man  had  been  leading  a  wandering  life,  and  was  in  a  most  miserable 
and  wretched  condition. 

From  this  time  until  the  end  of  the  year  the  disease  continued  to 
prevail,  chiefly  amongst  tramps,  or  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with 
them.  The  source  of  infection  was  supposed  to  have  been  some  people 
who  had  been  staying  at  107,  St.  Anne  Street,  about  a  fortnight  previous  to 
the  outbreak,  and  had  come  from  Warrington.  They  were  not  known 
to  have  the  disease,  but  many  cases  which  came  under  notice  were  of  so 
mild  a  type  that  they  might  easily  pass  unrecognized.  The  lodging- 
house,  107,  St.  Anne  Street,  is  in  a  district  where  lodging-houses  abound, 
and  yielded  14  cases.  The  lodging-houses  in  Queen  Anne  Street  are 
very  near  it,  and  the  inmates  of  this  class  of  houses  frequently  move  from 
one  to  the  other.  The  disease  was  carried  to  the  test-house  in  Belmont 
Hoad,  outside  the  City,  which  belongs  to  the  West  Derby  Guardians  and 
the  Parish  of  Liverpool,  and  is  used  for  vagrants. 

The  sudden  outbreak  of  the  disease  and  simultaneous  affection  of  so 
many  people  point  conclusively  to  exposure  to  one  source  of  infection, 
and,  excluding  the  Dudley  case,  who  had  evidently  contracted  the  disease 
on  his  way  here,  there  were  14  cases  in  the  first  ten  days  attributable  to 
it,  and  then  commenced  a  series  of  cases  contracted  from  them.  Every 
known  case  was  removed  to  hospital,  and  the  houses  and  clothing 
thoroughly  disinfected. 

There  were  the  following  number  of  cases  in  the  different  lodging- 
houses,  and  in  addition  the  number  of  patients  removed  from  the  test- 
house  in  Belmont  Road,  which  is  outside  the  city,  and  the  cases  are 
consequently  not  entered  in  our  returns.

Another  centre  was  established  by  the  admission  of  a  man  in  a  dying 
state  into  the  Stanley  Hospital,  the  nature  of  his  disease  not  being 
recognised. 

On  December  22nd,  five  cases  were  removed  from  the  hospital,  three 
nurses,  one  ward  maid  and  a  patient.  On  the  following  day  a  fourth 
nurse  was  removed.  On  the  24th,  a  patient,  who  had  been  discharged 
from  the  hospital  and  resided  in  Everton  Terrace,  was  removed.  On  the 
25th,  another  patient  from  the  hospital,  and  on  the  27th,  the  mother  of 
the  man  sent  into  the  hospital  on  10th  December,  was  removed  from 
Reading  Street,  thus  confirming  the  suspicion  that  he  was  the  origin  of 
the  hospital  cases. 

The  following  Table,  prepared  by  Dr.  Walker,  the  Resident  Physician 
of  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  affords  additional  confirmation  of  the  value  of 
vaccination  in  lessening  the  mortality  from  Smallpox,  and  also  the 
necessity  for  re-vaccination  after  10  years  of  age.  The  total  number  of 
vaccinated  patients  was  170,  and  the  number  of  deaths  6,  or  3*52  per 
cent.,  and  of  the  total  number  of  cases  only  7  were  under  10  years  of 
age  and  one  death.  Of  unvaccinated  patients  there  were  24  admissions 
and  9  deaths,  a  mortality  of  37*5  per  cent.,  but  of  the  24  patients  11  of 
them  were  under  10  years  of  age,  and  five  died.

The  number  of  casps  coming  under  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer 
was,  of  Typhus  73,  of  which  70  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  18  died, 
the  lowest  number  registered  in  any  year;  of  Typhoid  699,  345  of  which 
were  removed  to  hospital,  and  111  died  ;  and  101  of  simple  fever,  62 
being  removed  to  hospital  and  2  died. 

The  number  of  Typhus  cases  was  73,  against  175  in  the  previous  year, 
Of  Typhoid  ,,  699  ,,  588  ,,  ,, 

Of  Simple  Fever  „  101  „  76  „  ,, 

Though  the  Typhus  cases  were  fewer,  there  was  an  increase  of  111  in 
Typhoid,  and  of  25  in  Simple  Fever.  This  increase,  however,  may  be 
more  apparent  than  real,  owing  to  the  satisfactory  working  of  the 
Notification  Act. 


SCARLATINA. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  was  1,554,  of  which  603  were 
removed  to  hospital.  There  were  131  deaths,  a  percentage  of  8*04. 

On  the  annual  increase  of  this  disease  taking  place  in  September  and 
October,  the  convalescent  patients  were  sent  to  the  Smallpox  Pavilions 
at  Parkhill.  When  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  occurred  in  October  there 
were  75  convalescents  in  the  pavilions,  and  they  had  to  be  removed  as 
quickly  as  possible  to  make  room  for  the  smallpox  patients.  Thus  the 
limited  space  in  Netherfield  and  Grafton  Street  hospitals  was  soon  over¬ 
crowded,  and  continued  so  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  while 
Scarlatina  got  a  firm  hold  of  the  community,  with  every  prospect  of 
continued  prevalence,  owing  to  the  absence  of  proper  hospital  provision. 


MEASLES. 

There  were  3,376  cases  of  this  disease  reported  during  the  year,  against 
2,262  cases  in  the  previous  one.  This  disease  is  not  one  of  the  notifiable 
ones  in  Liverpool,  and  any  cases  that  may  be  thought  desirable  to  remove 
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have  to  be  taken  to  the  Parish  Hospital,  the  Corporation  not  having  any 
accommodation  for  them  in  their  hospitals. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  was  185,  of  which  26  were  removed 
to  hospital.  The  number  of  deaths  was  47,  being  35  below  the  average 
of  the  preceding  ten  years  (1882  to  1891),  and  7  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  ten  years  1872  to  1881.  42  cases  of  Membranous  Croup  were 

reported,  of  which  21  died. 


THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  (NOTIFICATION;  ACT,  1889. 

After  another  year’s  experience  of  the  working  of  this  Act,  the  Medical 
Officer  has  much  pleasure  in  thanking  the  Medical  Profession  for  their 
assistance  in  carrying  it  out,  which  has  been  of  such  great  advantage  in 
ascertaining  the  health  of  the  community.  Before  the  adoption  of  the 
Act  the  only  method  of  ascertaining  the  prevalence  or  existence  of  disease 
was  by  the  death  returns  of  the  Registrars  showing  that  certain  diseases 
had  been  fatal,  but  now  the  daily  notifications  sent  in  constitute  a  kind 
of  health  barometer,  the  rise  and  fall  of  which  demonstrates  the  condition 
of  the  Public  Health. 

The  number  of  notifications  was  3,771,  against  2,848  in  the  previous 
year,  and  1,554  patients  were  removed  to  hospital  on  1,063  admission 
orders.  The  difference  between  the  number  of  orders  and  patients  arises 
from  the  fact  that  some  of  the  orders  were  for  the  admission  of  two  or 
more  patients. 

Whenever  infectious  disease  occurs  the  house  and  clothing  are  dis_ 
infected  by  the  Corporation  free  of  charge  ;  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
the  premises  are  carefully  inspected  ;  if  necessary  the  drains  flushed,  and 
notices  sent  to  the  schools  and  to  the  School  Board,  of  all  children  from 
infected  homes  who  have  been  or  may  be  attending  school.

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During  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  1892  (terminating  on  Saturday, 
December  31st,  1892),  the  Returns  of  the  Local  Registrars  recorded  17,758  births 
and  12,671  deaths  within  the  City;  the  numbers  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  the  previous  year,  1891,  were  17,832  births  and  13,911  deaths.

From  the  returns  made  as  to  the  residences  of  persons  dying  in  the  Work- 
houses  and  Hospitals  of  the  town,  we  are  able  to  classify  1,847  of  the  deaths 
in  these  establishments  under  the  Wards  from  whence  the  patients  were 
removed,  viz.  : — 429  under  Scotland  Ward,  72  under  Vauxhall  Ward,  49  under 
St.  Paul’s  Ward,  87  under  Exchange  Ward,  303  under  St.  Anne’s  Ward,  69 
under  Lime  Street  Ward,  2  under  Castle  Street  Ward,  24  under  St.  Peter’s 
Ward,  61  under  Pitt  Street  Ward,  83  under  Great  George’s  Ward,  67  under 
Rodney  Street  Ward,  71  under  Abercromby  Ward,  164  under  Everton,  91 
under  Kirkdale,  112  under  West  Derby  Ward,  101  under  North  Toxteth  Ward, 
and  62  under  South  Toxteth  Ward.  This  will  leave  unclassified  75  deaths  of 
persons  whose  previous  residences  were  either  unknown  or  not  specified  ;  and 
these,  in  the  absence  of  definite  information,  have  been  placed  in  the  Wards 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  total  deaths ;  and  208  who  were  residents 
outside  the  city. 
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The  results  of  the  alterations  occasioned  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the  deaths 
in  the  wards  and  districts  will  be  shown  in  the  following  table,  from  which  a 
calculated  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  inhabitants  has  been 
made.  The  rates  are  calculated  upon  a  population  increasing  or  decreasing 
in  the  same  ratio  as  between  1881  and  1891.

The  deaths  of  Infants  below  five  years  of  age  amounted  to  5.322, 
and  thus  comprised  42 ‘0  per  cent,  of  the  whole  deaths  j  the  average  number  for 
the  preceding  ten  years  was  6,176,  and  the  average  percentage  44  3.  The 
deaths  of  Infants  below  one  year  of  age  amounted  to  3,209,  or  18*1  per  cent, 
of  all  the  children  born  within  the  city,  died  before  attaining  the  age  of 
twelve  months.

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ZYMOTICS. 

This  class  of  diseases  occasioned  1,824  deaths  during  the  year  1892,  and 
accounted  for  14' 4  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  within  the  City  during  the 
same  period.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  ten  years  was  2,465,  and  the  percentage  death  rate  for  1892  was  3*2  per 
cent,  less  than  the  proportional  rate  of  zymotic  deaths  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
during  the  preceding  decennial  period.

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FEVER. 

Fever  accounted  for  131  deaths  within  the  City  of  Liverpool,  being  the 
same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for 
the  preceding  ten  years  was  254.)  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  0‘3 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  percentage  rate  relatively  to  deaths 
from  all  causes  was  0 '6  during  the  first,  0 *8  during  the  second,  L2  during  the 
third,  and  L8  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  Its  annual  rate  relatively 
to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  LO  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from 
zymotic  causes  7*2  per  cent.  Its  deaths  included  64  males  and  67  females; 
28  persons  below  the  age  of  15  ;  53  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30  ;  and  50 
above  the  age  of  30. 

Under  the  term  Fever  every  form  of  continued  fever  is  included  ;  but  the 
registers  of  deaths  attribute  1  case  to  gastric  fever,  68  to  typhoid  fever,  42 
to  enteric  fever,  18  to  typhus,  1  to  continued  fever,  and  1  to  febricula. 

The  following  tables  are  in  themselves  sufficiently  explanatory.  The  first 
compares  the  averages  of  deaths  from  fever  during  the  preceding  ten  years 
with  those  during  1892  ;  the  second  and  third  tables  show  the  districts  of  the 
town  and  the  periods  of  the  year  in  which  all  forms  of  continued  fever  were 
most  fatally  prevalent;  the  fourth  marks  in  streets  the  habitats  of  the  disease, 
and  the  remaining  tables  the  occupations  and  positions  of  its  victims.

Scarlatina  accounted  during  the  year  for  131  deaths.  (The  average  number 
of  deaths  for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  299).  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was 
equal  to  0‘ 3  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  relatively  to  deaths 
from  all  causes  was  0-4  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  0  9  in  the  second,  1‘6  in 
the  third,  and  1’5  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  ;  its  annual  rate  relatively 
to  all  deaths  was  L0  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes 
7*2  per  cent. 

The  first  of  the  following  tables  gives  a  statistical  history  of  the  mortality 
of  Scarlatina  during  the  year  1892  ;  the  second  is  a  record  of  the  streets  of 
the  Citv  wherein  two  or  more  Heaths  occurred  from  that  disease.

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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1891. 

The  Health  Committee  thought  it  desirable  that  this  Act  should  be 
carried  out  in  its  initial  stages  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  to  guide  the  Inspectors  in  their  duty  he  drew  out 
the  following  Memorandum.  After  twelve  months’  experience,  the  results 
of  which  are  shewn  on  page  55,  the  Medical  Officer  advised  the  Committee 
to  appoint  two  special  Inspectors,  whose  sole  duties  should  be  to  carry 
out  the  Factory  and  Workshops  and  the  Shop-hours  Acts  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  with  the  exception  of 
Bakehouses,  which  should  remain  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  WORKSHOPS. 

He  wrill  visit  all  workshops  and  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  water- 
closets,  urinals  and  drains  ;  the  cleanliness  of  the  rooms  and  appliances  ; 
method  of  ventilation  ;  and,  if  necessary,  the  amount  of  cubic  space  in  all 
workshops,  whether  occupied  by  unprotected  or  protected  persons,  or  the 
two  classes  conjointly  ;  but  he  is  not  to  visit  any  factory,  nor  is  he  to  take 
any  cognisance  of  the  hours  of  employment,  or  the  ages  or  sexes  of  the 
people  employed,  that  being  the  distinct  duty  of  the  Factory  Inspector. 

In  all  workshops  where  protected  persons  are  employed  the  Factory 
Inspector  has  placed,  or  will  place,  a  code  of  rules  or  regulations  for  their 
management,  and  if  he  finds  any  defect  in  the  sanitary  condition  or 
arrangement  he  will  report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  but  that  will  not 
excuse  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  not  visiting  and  supervising,  but  in 
workshops  where  non-protected  persons  are  solely  employed,  the  Factory 
Inspector  will  not  visit,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  will  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  alone. 

Where  protected  persons  are  employed  it  will  be  desirable  to  have  the 
rooms  measured,  and  a  card  appended  or  placed  contiguous  to  the  Factory 
Inspector’s  regulations,  stating  how  many  people  can  occupy  such  rooms. 

The  cubic  space  during  the  day  for  each  person  should  not  be  less  than 
250  feet,  but  when  overtime  is  being  carried  on,  there  must  be  400  cubic 
feet. 
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The  definition  of  a  workshop,  as  separate  and  distinct  from  a  factory, 
may  be  defined  as  a  place  where  mechanical  power  is  not  employed,  but 
this  principle  does  not  apply  in  all  cases,  as  printers,  bookbinders  and 
others,  whether  machinery  is  used  or  not,  are  factories  ;  while  litho¬ 
graphic  works  where  machinery  is  not  used  are  workshops. 

With  regard  to  bakehouses  where  machinery  is  used,  the  place  is  a 
factory  ;  but  where  machinery  is  not  used,  such  as  a  confectioner’s  shop, 
or  for  ordinary  halving  purposes,  the  place  is  a  workshop. 

Then,  again,  with  regard  to  laundries  for  soiled  linen  where  mechanical 
power  is  applied,  unless  in  connection  with  some  cotton  works  or  large 
manufacturing  premises,  they  must  be  considered  workshops. 

In  many  dressmakers’  places  there  will  be  several  rooms  occupied  by 
a  number  of  people,  though  not  more  than  the  cubic  space  will  permit, 
but  at  times  the  people  are  taken  from  one  room  and  crowded  into 
another  so  as  to  be  more  especially  under  the  eye  of  the  manager,  thus 
constituting  a  form  of  overcrowding  of  a  very  dangerous  character. 

The  ventilation  of  rooms  should  be  carried  on  by  means  of  a 
ventilator  placed  in  the  chimney  flue,  and  if  inlets  are  not  satisfactory, 
u  Tobin’s  Ventilators  ”  should  be  introduced. 

Where  women,  young  persons  or  children,  are  employed  in  workshops 
not  visited  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  or  having  been  newly  established, 
the  fact  is  to  be  notified  to  the  Inspector  of  Factories.

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LIVERPOOL  SANITARY  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1864.

THE  STAFF  OF  INSPECTORS  UNDER  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

OF  HEALTH. 

The  inspection  and  registering  of  lodging  houses,  sub-let  houses,  canal  boats, 
and  bakehouses  are  carried  out  under  the  special  directions  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  as  well  as  the  disinfection  of  infected  houses,  the  granting  of  licenses  for 
keeping  cattle,  and  the  registration  of  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk  shops.  For 
these  purposes  the  Medical  Officer  has  a  staff  consisting  of  one  Chief  Inspector, 
ten  Inspectors  for  lodging  houses,  one  for  canal  boats,  one  for  bakehouses, 
two  for  disinfection,  and  one  for  milk  shops. 


The  constant  supervision  of  lodging  houses  is  equally  as  necessary  to  secure 
cleanliness  as  to  prevent  overcrowding,  and  for  this  purpose  an  additional 
clause  in  the  bye-laws  has  been  obtained  to  secure  the  cleansing  of  the  floors  of 
houses,  which  were  found  to  be  sadly  neglected  and  often  in  a  filthy  condition. 
The  enforcement  of  this  bye-law  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  inhabitants 
in  rousing  them  from  that  dirty  lethargic  condition  into  which  they  are  too  apt 
to  fall. 


The  following  informations  were  laid,  and  small  fines  inflicted  by  the 
Magistrates,  against  the  Keepers  of  Lodging  Houses  : —

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LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Health  Committee  have,  since  the  passing  of  the  Sanitary  Act,  1866, 
ruled  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all  registered  lodging-houses  should  have  a  day 
apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  their  lodgers,  and  that  all  houses  where 
single  rooms  were  occupied  by  day  and  night  should  be  registered  as  sub-let. 
The  space  required  for  a  night  lodger  in  a  registered  lodging-house  is  300 
cubical  feet,  while  the  space  in  a  sub-let  house  for  each  adult  is  350  feet. 

There  were  on  the  register  856  lodging-houses  at  the  end  of  1891,  and 
817  at  the  end  of  1892.  This  difference  was  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
267  old  licences,  and  the  addition  of  228  new  ones.  The  visits  to  lodging- 
houses  are  both  by  day  and  night.  The  lodging-houses  of  the  better  class,  and 
especially  those  provided  with  only  single  beds  for  each  person,  and  only  with 
the  number  of  beds  equivalent  to  the  number  of  lodgers  allowed,  are  not 
visited  at  night  except  on  grave  suspicion  or  on  complaint,  or  in  the  case  of 
foreign  emigrant  lodging  houses.  The  night  visits  are  pretty  nearly  restricted 
to  the  low  districts  and  tramp  houses.  The  number  of  day  visits  paid  during 
the  year  was  35,461,  and  the  night  visits  5,428.  The  number  of  lodging- 
houses  found  overcrowded  on  the  night  visits  was  16,  the  number  of  informa¬ 
tions  laid  for  breaches  of  the  bye-laws  was  82,  with  the  results  of  fines  in  80 
cases  to  the  extent  of  £15  0s.  0d.,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  20s.  and 
costs,  and  2  acquitted.  The  number  of  lodging-houses  found  dirty  was  111 
notices  were  served  to  lime-wash  and  cleanse. 

It  is  necessary  frequently  to  visit  houses  which  are  not  licensed  either  as 
lodging  or  sub-let  houses,  especially  wffien  emigration  is  brisk  or  at  race  times. 
There  were  1,109  such  visits  paid  during  the  day,  and  in  19  of  the  cases  where 
suspicion  was  confirmed  they  were  followed  up  by  night  visits.  A  tenant 
harbouring  lodgers  is  not  taken  before  the  Justices  for  the  first  offence,  but  is 
noticed  to  apply  to  have  his  rooms  measured  and  licensed.  There  were  140 
such  notices  issued  during  the  year,  but  in  only  3  cases  did  the  tenants  refuse 
to  comply  ;  they  were  brought  before  the  Justices  and  fined.  A  bye-law 
requires  that  every  case  of  infectious  sickness  in  a  lodging-house  should  be  at 
once  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  2  cases  of  fever  occurred  in 
lodging-houses  ;  1  of  the  patients  was  at  once  sent  to  hospital,  the  remaining 
1,  being  a  member  of  the  keeper’s  family,  was  not  removed;  26  cases  of 
Smallpox  occurred  in  lodging-houses  and  were  all  removed  to  hospital.  In  all 
cases  of  fever  or  infectious  disease,  the  bedding  was  removed  to  the  disinfecting 
apparatus  and  the  rooms  purified  and  cleansed.  No  lodger  died  from  fever  or 
small  pox  in  a  registered  lodging-house;  but  there  were  79  deaths  from  non- 
contagious  diseases  in  lodging-houses,  of  which  55  belonged  to  the  keepers’ 
families  and  24  were  lodgers.

SEAMEN’S  LICENSED  LODGING  HOUSES. 


The  Corporation  have  made  bye-laws,  with  the  sanction  of  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  for  the  licensing  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  under  the 
Merchant  Shipping  (Fishing  Boats)  Act,  1883,  section  48,  which  enacts  that 
“  The  Sanitary  Authority  within  whose  district  any  seaport  town  is  situate  may, 
“  with  the  sanction  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  from  time  to  time, 
“  make,  revoke,  alter,  and  amend  bye-laws  and  regulations  relating  to  Seamen’s 
“  Lodging  Houses  in  such  town,  which  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons  and 
“  bodies  keeping  houses  in  which  seamen  are  lodged,  and  the  owners  thereof, 
“  and  persons  employed  therein.  Such  bye-laws  and  regulations  shall,  amongst 
“  other  things,  provide  for  the  licensing  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  the 
“  inspection  of  the  same,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  same,  the  publication  of 
“  the  fact  of  a  house  being  licensed,  the  due  execution  of  the  bye-laws  and 
“  regulations,  and  the  non-obstruction  of  persons  engaged  in  securing  such 
“  execution,  the  preventing  of  persons  not  duly  licensed  holding  themselves  out 
“  as  keeping  or  purporting  to  keep  licensed  houses,  and  the  exclusion  from 
“  licensed  houses  of  persons  of  improper  character,  and  sufficient  penalties  for 
“  the  breach  of  such  bye-laws  and  regulations  not  exceeding  in  any  case  the  sum 
“  of  fifty  pounds.  All  offences  under  such  bye-laws  and  regulations  shall  be 
“  deemed  to  be  offences  within  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts,  1854  to  1883,  and 
“  be  punishable  accordingly.” — And  on  the  written  application  of  the  keeper 
of  any  registered  common  lodging  house  or  registered  lodging  house,  made  in 
such  form  and  stating  such  particulars  as  the  Council  require,  the  Council  will, 
if  they  see  fit,  grant  to  such  keeper  a  license  authorizing  him  to  designate  his 
registered  house  a  Seamen’s  Licensed  Lodging  House. 


During  the  year  no  applications  were  made  for  registration,  but  15  of  the 
licenses  previously  granted  were  renewed,  leaving  the  number  on  the  Begister  15. 
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SUB  LET  HOUSES. 


The  number  registered  during  1892  was  487,  making  the  total  on  the 
Register  on  the  31st  December,  20,134.  The  number  of  visits  paid  during  the 
night  was  22,336,  and  during  the  day  101,201,  with  the  result  of  finding  1,302 
rooms  overcrowded.  In  addition  to  overcrowding,  the  offence  (though  not 
punishable  in  sub-let  houses)  of  permitting  males  and  females  not  married  to 
occupy  the  same  room  comes  under  the  notice,  and  is  entered  in  the  books  of 
the  Inspectors.  There  were  632  rooms  thus  indecently  occupied  by  1,001 
males  and  1,069  females,  besides  having  also  in  these  rooms  428  children 
between  the  ages  of  3  and  12  years.  The  character  of  the  indecent  occupation 
may  be  judged  of  from  the  following  facts  : — In  322  instances  one  man  and 
two  women  were  found  in  the  same  bedroom  ;  in  156  instances  two  men  and 
one  woman  ;  in  48  instances  two  men  and  two  women  ;  in  23  instances  one 
man  and  three  women;  in  70  instances  three  men  and  one  woman;  in  3 
instances  two  men  and  three  women;  in  3  instances  three  men  and  two  women; 
in  1  instance  one  man  and  four  women  ;  in  1  instance  four  men  and  one 
woman ;  in  2  instances  one  man  and  five  women ;  in  2  instances  five  men 
and  one  woman  ;  and  in  1  instance  six  men  and  two  women. 

Informations  were  laid  against  1,905  chief  tenants  for  breaches  of  the  bye¬ 
laws,  with  the  following  results: — 16  fined  Is.  ;  1,780  fined  Is.  and  Is.  costs; 
21  fined  Is.  6cl.  and  Is.  6d.  costs;  2  fined  2s.  and  Is.  ;  10  fined  2s.  and  2s. 
costs;  20  fined  2s.  6d.  and  2s.  6d.  costs,  6  fined  5s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs;  5  fined 
10s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs;  and  1  fined  20s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs;  making  a  total 
of  fines  levied  during  the  year  of  <£196  19s.  Of  the  remaining  44  cases, 
9  informations  were  withdrawn  and  35  acquitted,  the  tenants  having  complied 
with  the  bye-laws. 
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CANAL  BOATS. 

The  following  Report  on  the  execution  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877 
and  1884,  by  the  Liverpool  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  year  1892, 
was  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 


The  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  Company  are  proprietors  of  the  only 
Canal  having  direct  communication  with  Liverpool,  and  the  length  of 
the  water-way  within  the  city,  exclusive  of  the  locks  which  lead  to  the 
Docks,  is  about  three  miles. 

The  duties  of  measuring  and  inspecting  the  boats  are  discharged  by  Mr. 
Wilson,  Chief  Lodging-house  Inspector,  and  Mr.  Thornthwaite,  Lodging- 
house  Inspector.  There  is  no  additional  salary  paid  them  beyond  that  of 
Lodging-house  Inspectors.

17  had  dirty  cabins  and  required  cleaning  ■  7  verbal  notices  given 
to  masters — abated,  and  10  notices  sent  to  owners — abated. 

7  found  carrying  offensive  cargoes  and  not  having  a  second  bulk¬ 
head  ;  7  informations  were  laid  against  the  masters  and 

summonses  issued. 


Informations  were  laid  in  9  cases  for  infringements  of  the  Acts  and 
Regulations — viz.,  causing  an  unregistered  boat  to  be  used,  1 ;  carrying 
offensive  cargoes  and  not  having  second  bulkheads,  7  ;  not  producing 
certificate  of  registration,  1.  In  8  of  the  cases  fines  were  inflicted, 
varying  from  Is.  and  Is.  costs  to  10s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs,  and  1  was 
acquitted. 

There  was  no  infectious  sickness  on  the  boats  during  the  year. 

42  notices  were  sent  to  the  School  Board  of  children  living  on  Canal 
Boats  and  not  attending  any  school. 


The  number  of  boats  on  the  register  is  551,  of  which  217  have  been 
re-registered,  viz.  : — 5  in  1884,  60  in  1885,  21  in  1886,  25  in  1887,

Of  the  patients  removed  to  Hospital  the  following  were  conveyed  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers: — 387  cases  of  Fever,  599  cases  of  Scarlatina,  178  cases  of 
Small  Pox,  55  cases  of  Measles,  29  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  5  cases  of 
Chicken  Pox,  4  cases  of  Cholera,  and  1  case  of  Diarrhoea,  making  a  total  of 
1,258  persons.  611  were  taken  to  Netherfield  Road  Hospital,  54  to  the 
Parish  Workhouse  Hospital,  Brownlow  Hill,  194  to  the  City  Hospital, 
Parkhill,  398  to  the  City  Hospital,  Grafton  Street,  and  1  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary. 

In  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  with  the  School  Board,  3,326 
postcards  were  sent  to  the  Head  Masters  of  the  various  schools,  informing 
them  that  children  from  infected  houses  attended  their  schools.  Similar 
information  was  sent  to  the  School  Board. 
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DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

In  all  cases  cf  infectious  disease  the  houses  were  disinfected,  free  of  cost, 
with  sulphurous  gas,  by  Officers  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee ;  but 
whenever  there  was  sickness  in  any  room  of  the  house,  so  as  to  endanger 
health  by  the  use  of  sulphurous  gas,  disinfectants  were  given  to  the  tenants 
for  use  in  the  sick  room  until  the  sulphurous  gas  could  be  used 
safely.  No  house  is  considered  properly  disinfected  until  sulphurous  gas  has 
been  used.  The  existence  of  sickness,  and  the  consequent  employment  of  car¬ 
bolic  acid  powder,  necessitate  many  visits  by  the  persons  in  charge  of  dis¬ 
infection.  There  were  in  all  6,286  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  houses  for 
the  purpose  of  disinfection,  the  number  of  houses  properly  disinfected  being 
2,421. 


MORTUARIES. 

During  the  year  11  bodies  were,  by  order  of  the  Justices  on  the  certificate 
of  the  Medical  Officer,  removed  to  the  Mortuaries  provided  by  the  Council 
under  Section  142  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.

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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1878. 


This  Act  and  the  Orders  issued  under  it  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  were 
referred  by  the  City  Council  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  carry  out,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and 
the  Meat  Inspectors. 


Pleuro-Pneumonia. 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  in  Liverpool  during  the  year.  The  cases 
referred  to  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  were  in  the  suburbs. 


Swine  Fever. 

Eight  cases  of  Swine  Fever  were  found  at  the  abattoir  and  slaughter-houses. 
Four  were  dead,  and  the  remainder  were  slaughtered  immediately  and  the  meat 
destroyed.  They  were  all  from  Ireland. 


Rabies. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Rabies,  but  the  Veterinary  Inspector  examined  the 
bodies  of  25  dogs  which  had  been  slaughtered  on  suspicion  of  being  affected.

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LICENSES  FOR  CATTLE. 

Before  licenses  are  granted  for  the  keeping  of  cattle,  the  sheds  are  visited 
and  examined  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  and  size,  when  a  report  is  made  by 
the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Health  Committee  on  each  case. 

Milkshops  and  dairies  are  also  visited  and  examined  and  reported  upon  by 
the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Health  Committee  before  they  are  entered  on  the 
Register. 

During  the  year  6  applications  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee  for 
licenses  to  keep  31  cows,  which  were  granted.  There  are  at  present  337 
shippons  licensed  to  keep  4,539  cows.  46  of  the  shippons  previously  licensed 
have  been  transferred  to  fresh  tenants. 

Four  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  keep  pigs  in  styes  separate 
from  and  unconnected  with  shippons ;  1  of  which  was  granted  to  keep  2  pigs, 
and  the  others  refused.  The  total  number  of  premises  or  styes  now  licensed 
in  the  City  is  28  for  keeping  98  pigs. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  12  applications  were  made  to  keep  34  cows 
beyond  the  number  for  which  licenses  had  been  granted.  9  of  the  applications 
to  keep  20  cows  were  granted.

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SCAVENGING  OPERATIONS. 

Mr.  Richard  S.  Reynolds,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Superintendent, 
has  charge  of  the  Scavenging  Staff,  and  has  kindly  supplied  the  follow¬ 
ing  tables,  detailing  the  work  done  under  the  various  branches  of  the 
service. 

This  large  and  important  work  has  been  satisfactorily  conducted 
during  the  year,  and  its  magnitude  is  exemplified  by  the  great  amount 
of  material  disposed  of.  No  less  than  243,202  tons  were  collected  and 
sent  away,  excepting  20,087  tons  destroyed  by  the  destructor.  The  total 
amount  taken  to  the  destructor  was  about  28,787,  and  the  clinker 
remaining  after  combustion  was  8,700,  shewing  a  loss  of  20,087  tons. 
This  work  was  affected  by  12  cells,  and  as  12  cells  more  are  being 
constructed,  we  may  look  with  confidence  to  the  more  efficient  disposal 
of  our  unsaleable  refuse. 

Besides  the  above  243,202  tons,  there  were  collected  and  deposited 
upon  tips  31,600  tons,  making  a  grand  total  of  274,802  tons. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Reynolds  for  the  energetic  way  in  which  he 
seconded  the  efforts  of  the  Sanitary  Staff  by  the  cleansing  of  the  courts 
and  alleys  during  the  threathened  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  Autumnal 
months.

The  systematic  house-to-house  visitation  has  been  thrown  into  arrear  from 
various  causes,  prominent  among  them  being  the  large  number  of  special 
applications  made  to  the  Department,  more  especially  during  the  autumn 
months,  the  consequence  of  which  was  to  divert  the  attention  of  the  Inspectors 
from  their  routine  work  ;  another  contributing  cause  was  the  amount  of  attention 
which  had  to  be  paid  to  the  Courts  and  Alleys  during  the  autumn  months,  and 
also  the  re-visits  rendered  necessary  by  the  constant  introduction,  overland,  of 


cases  of  infectious  sickness  of  various  kinds.

The  changes  made  in  the  method  of  dealing  with  the  courts  and  alleys  have 
been  attended  with  satisfactory  results,  both  in  ensuring  constant  cleanliness 
in  the  courts  and  alleys,  and  also  economising  the  time  of  the  inspector  by 
employing  it  in  the  most  efficient  manner.  The  aim  has  been  to  keep  the 
courts  and  alleys  uniformly  clean  throughout  the  week,  and  with  this  view  the 
district  inspectors  are  instructed  that  every  tenant  in  each  court  is  in  turn  to 
be  held  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  of  the  court  for  a  period  of  one  week  ; 
the  inspector  records  in  his  visiting  book  whose  turn  it  is,  and  duly  informs 
that  tenant.  Failing  compliance  with  his  requirements,  an  information  is  laid 
under  a  bye-law  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Act. 

The  magistrate  has  rendered  great  help  to  the  department  by  imposing  a 
small  fine  in  each  case  in  which  a  prosecution  was  necessary.  As  a  consequence 
there  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  courts,  and  also  in  the 
apparent  willingness  of  the  people  to  cleanse  them.

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There  is  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  in  the  number  of  infected 
houses,  and  a  considerable  number  of  these  were  infected  with  Smallpox.  In 
all  cases  of  Smallpox  and  in  all  cases  of  Typhus  Fever,  it  is  the  practice  of  the 
Department  for  special  visits  to  be  paid  by  the  Inspector  to  the  house  from 
which  the  patient  has  been  removed,  to  ascertain  whether  any  further  sickness 
has  developed.  These  inquiries  are  made  at  intervals  of  a  day  or  two  for  one 
month,  and  any  case  of  sickness,  however  trifling  it  may  appear  to  be,  is  at 
once  reported  to,  and  visited  by,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  The  utility  of 
this  practice  will  be  apparent,  when  it  is  stated  that  by  these  inquiries  51  cases 
of  Smallpox  were  discovered  during  the  year,  and  removed  to  the  hospital  at 
the  earliest  possible  stage  of  the  disease,  and  before  any  serious  risk  of  infection 
had  arisen.  Without  these  inquiries,  which  have  occasioned  no  inconvenience 
to  anyone,  the  patients  would  have  remained  at  home  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
period,  constituting  centres  of  infection  to  the  neighbourhood.  Two  persons, 
living  in  Elias  Street,  were  prosecuted  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act  for  denying  that  Smallpox  existed  upon  their  premises.  They 
were  convicted  and  fined.

Several  of  the  articles  submitted  to  analysis  are  deserving  of  special 
mention  : — 

Milk  : — A  total  of  566  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  simple  and  remunerative  fraud  of  adulteration  with  water  is  practised 
most  frequently  on  Sundays  ;  out  of  234  samples  purchased  on  Sundays,  59 
or  25  per  cent,  were  adulterated,  while  out  of  316  purchased  on  week  days,  48 
or  15  per  cent,  were  adulterated.  Forty-seven  samples  were  taken  from  the 
milk  cans  on  their  arrival  from  the  country  at  railway  stations,  and  eleven  of 
these  were  found  to  be  adulterated. 

Condensed  Milk  : — The  public  should  be  on  their  guard  in  the  purchase  of 
this  article ;  several  brands  consist  of  genuine  condensed  milk,  and  the  addition 
of  water  will  reduce  it  to  the  strength  of  ordinary  new  milk,  but  other  brands 
are  made  from  milk  from  which  all  the  cream  has  been  abstracted,  and  the  use 
of  such  preparations  as  the  sole  food  for  infants  would  be  seriously  prejudicial 
to  their  health. 

Certain  samples  of  Cheese  were  found  to  be  manufactured  from  milk  from 
which  all  the  cream  had  been  previously  abstracted,  and  its  place  supplied  by 
grease  of  various  kinds.  The  vendors  of  this  article  were  convicted  by  the 
Stipendiary  Magistrate  and  fined.  They  appealed  to  the  Recorder,  who,  how¬ 
ever,  upheld  the  conviction.  The  material  in  question  has,  temporarily  at  all 
events,  been  withdrawn  from  the  market. 

Samples  of  Wines  and  Spirits  were  reported  as  genuine. 

Drugs  were  on  the  whole  found  to  be  genuine.  The  increased  demand  for 
Eucalyptus  Oil  entailed  by  the  presence  of  Influenza,  led  to  the  adulteration 
of  that  article.  Of  the  whole  number  of  articles  purchased,  20  per  cent,  were 
found  to  be  adulterated.  It  must  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  it  is  the 
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practice  of  the  Department  to  secure  adulterated  articles  as  far  as  possible,  and 
various  sources  of  information  are  availed  of  in  order  to  effect  this  end.  It  is 
not  to  be  inferred,  therefore,  that  because  a  larger  proportion  of  any  given 
article  is  found  to  be  adulterated  in  Liverpool  than  in  other  cities,  that  there 
is  a  greater  sale  of  adulterated  articles  in  Liverpool  than  elsewhere ;  the 
explanation  is,  rather,  that  the  Act  of  Parliament  is  more  carefully  and  more 
fully  carried  out  in  Liverpool  than  in  most  other  cities  and  towns.  This 
statement  is  borne  out  by  statistical  reports  of  proceedings  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  furnished  by  Urban  and  Rural  Sanitary  districts  throughout 
the  kingdom.  ,, 

Convictions  have  followed  the  sale  of  Preserved  Peas,  adulterated  with 
Sulphate  of  Copper,  a  drug  which  is  unnecessary  and  unwholesome. 

A  practice  exists  among  many  grocers  of  wrapping  every  article  which  they 
sell,  in  a  wrapper  marked  in  small  type  “  This  is  sold  as  a  mixture.”  Those 
who  desire  genuine  and  unadulterated  articles  would  do  well  to  decline  to 
accept  articles  wrapped  in  the  manner  indicated,  since  it  is  doubtful  whether 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  the  purchaser  would  have  any  redress 
even  though  a  pure  and  unadulterated  article  were  demanded  and  paid  for.
